THE ASSASSINATION" OF PI-.KSI- 


1>KNT L1NCOIX. 


To-day is the thirtieth anniversary 


of tho assassination of I'i esident .Lin- 
coln. Hon. Edwin M. Stantou, Secre- 
tary of War, sent out the following 
regarding the tragedy, the day after it 
occurred: 
About 9:30 last evening, President Lin- 
ioUi, while sitting in his private box 
in Ford's Theatre, with Mrs. Lincoln, 
Major Eathbone and Mrs. Harris, was 
nhot by au assassin, who suddenly en- 
tered tho box and approached behind 
tho 
President. The 
assassin then 


leaped upon the stage, brandishing a 
dagger, and made his escape. The 
pistol ball entered the back of tbo 
President's head, inflicting a mortal 
wound 
Tbo President did not re- 


cover consciousness and died at 7:23 
o'clock this morning. Tho absasain 
was J. Wilkes Booth, au obscure actor. 


Thirf news created the greatest ex- 


citement and deepest regret through- 
out the country. General Lee had 
^til-rendered live days before, tho war 
which had arrayed father against son, 
and brother against brother, since 
Fort Suintor was fired upon four years 
before, was over and President Lincoln 
was preparing to restore Civil Govern- 
ment in Virginia. That his policy 
would have been lenient there is no 
doubt, as he was a Southern man by 
birth and naturally one oil Iho most 
kind hearted. Ho did not believe in 
secession, never admitted that the re- 
bellious States were out of tho Union, 
but held that the functions of tho 
civil authorities were simply sus- 
pended in thoso States, and tlie great 
object in suppressing tho Kebollion 
was to restore them. 


Vice President Johnson, who became 


President upon the death of Lincoln, 
attempted, it was said, to carry out the 
policy of Lincoln, but he met with 
violent opposition from the radicals of 
the party which elected him. He waa 
impeached by the House of Represen- 
tatives and when tried before tho Sen- 
ate, was saved tho disgrace of being 
convicted of high crimes and misde- 
meanors by such men as Senators, 
Fesseuden of Maine, and Grimes ol 
Iowa, who were the founders of the 
Republican party.

Thomas, a San -Francisco capitalist, | 
uow lias on foot. He proposes to build I 
•what he calls an aerial road from San 
Francisco to Los Angeles up the cele- 
brated San Joaqnin valley. The cars 
•will be suspended on cables and. oparat.- : 
ed by electricity. 
They vrtll run at the 


rate of 100 miles an boor. No grading 
will be necessary for the construction 
of this road, no ties, 'nnd no rails, no 
bridges and no fencing in of track. No 
section gang will be required in its 
maintenance. 


It will, BO its projector thinks, bo the 


first read 'iu America to be absolutely 
free from srnashups. 
Tho cars oan't 


collide head on because the road is a 
double track, and they can't be tele-, 
scoped because, by a simple llttlo mech- 
anism, if one train comes too close to 
another tho electricity is shut off. 
No 


obstructions or blockades can interfere 
with its running. Tho cars cannot jump 
the track. Tho wear and tear on its 
mechanism and rolling stock is compar- 
atively slight. It costs from one-third 
to two-thirds loss to construct and 
maintain than any other kind of rail- 
road. It almost solves the question of 
tho right of way. Tho road may bo 
quickly constructed and will be sightly 
when finished. 


This new railroad is not the invention 


of the capitalist, but of his blind broth- 
er. ' ' He planned it oil out in his dark- 
ness, " says Mr. Thomas, "and you will 
seo, one of these days, that it is such a 
perfectly feasible and admirable plan 
that it will one day supersede the sur- 
face roads, both in tho city and in the 
country. 
"Tho cheapness of construction aaa 


the higK fate of speed attainable by 
such a railway are of course its main ad- 
vantages. As far as speed Is concerned, 
it is now only a question of atmospheric) 
resistance. And this natural factor can 
bo largely overcome by constructing the 
cars either cone shaped or with pointed 
ends like the prow of a boat But that 
of course is an after consideration, and 
no such device will ba needed to attain 
a speed, say, of 100 miles an hour. And 
such a rate can bo maintained easily 
Knd with entire comfort' and safety to 
cho passengers in this midair railway. 
There can bo no obstructions on the 
track, for there is no '"frock, 'and no 
snows or washouts can retard the trains. 
There' arc no dirt and dust or smoke and 
soot to make traveling a hardship, no 
jarring and rumbling and ear splitting 
noises to make one1 deaf. " 


Concerning tho motive power, Mr. 


Thomas bolioves that wo shall eventual- 
ly find a forco superior to electricity — 
that is, compressed air, the possibilities 
of which, Mr. Thomas declares, are as 
yet but little known. 


. "My plau, ' ' says Mr. Thomas, "would 
bo to build compressed air tanks along 
the road in tha country where trains 
could stop for a moment or two and re- 
cuperate tho motive supply. I am satis- 
fied that in tho end compressed air would 
bo cheaper and more Katisfaotory than 
electricity. ' ' 


The road will be elevated i'roin 10 to 


20 feet above tho ground, according to 
the requirements of the grade 
and 


whether tho road ba passing through the 
country or the city. Tho cars will bo 
considerably smaller and lighter than 
the present railway cars now in use. 
They will be lighted by electricity and 
heated in this way also, and, for that 
matter, could easily havo telegraphic 
communication all tho time with the 
outside woi'ld. 


The California idea does not vary in 


its essental particulars from two rapic 
transit systems which wore exhibited at 
he World's fair 
One of these, known 


as the Cook system, proposed to have 
ars suspended from a singlo track, 
ilacod at the top of a series of poles 
Tho idea was that the cars were to b( 
omowhatin tho shape of a present rail 
way car cut lengthwise in twain. 
Om 


set would movo in one direction on on- 
side of tho polo, and the other set on 
the other side in the opposite direction 
This was an invention of L. D. Cook o 
Tacoma, who constructed a trial trite. 
on the outskirts of Tacoma and clainux 
to have run his oars successful !y at th 
rate of 100 miles an hour. 


Tho only difference between the Cook 


system and the Thomas plan is that tha 
latter would suspend the oars from a se- 
ries of cables instead of from, an iron 
track. Electricians believo that some 
such nlovated or suspended railway ope- 
rated by electricity will soon supplant 
our present surface roads. They believe 
tho day is not far distant when it will 
be possible to make the trip from Bos- 
ton to Now York, or from New York to 
Washington, in less than two hours, 
from New York to Chicago in less than 
nine hours, and clear across tho conti- 
nent iu a single 24 hour day. Tho most 
wonderful part of all this is that they 
insist that these electrical railroads can 
ba built so as to run trains at 100 to 160 
railus an hour, with far greater safety, 
comfort, ease and far less expense than 
tho steam roads, which now mako not 
innch over 50 miles ahhouv. They hpld 
out the prospect that so cheap will rail- 
road traveling become when these 
BUS- 


ponsory roads arc constructed and in 
operation that one will be able to travel 
from New York to Chicago for a matter 
•of ftf. or $6, and clear across tho conti- 
nent for perhaps not more than $35.
